Coming 
to Canada ho joined tho Montreal po- 
j lice force, and from there ^ve^t to the 
O. P. K. police service. lie came to 
Victori.-i 1(> years ago, and was em- 
ployed in <lirf(M-ent law olllees as a cojiy- 
ist, and also was in the employ of Hon. 
B. W. Pearse. Mr. Olitten joined the 
city police force in October, 1881, and 
a conple Of years later was - assigned to 
service in. the Jjckup.,' Ip January last 
ho suffered froim'il slroTce of paralysis, 
'and was shortly aftorwar'ds retired 
from tho force. A second strnko fol- 
lowed a short time ago, and resulted in 
his death. 

AVhile according to the police records 
the diU'cased was but 01 years of age, 
lie was probably some, years older than 
that, although until the breakup (•ame in 
January he held his age very well, and 
was a most usefnl member of the aforce. 
Of a jovial disposition, he made friends 
with his fellow olllcers as well as the 
men lie had under his charge, and in 
fact with all ho was a general favorite. 
IIo was a good story-teller, and many a 
Victorian has spent a pleasant few 
hours in tho otheo of the lockup listen- 
ing ito his talcs of a soldier's life in the 
barracks and in tlie field.

According to the evitlence 
brought out, it seems that when, found 
thi; right hand of the dead man cla.sped 
a ;J2 calibre Smith & AV'es.son revolver 
OL live cliaiiibers. In it were three cart- 
ridges nut discharged, but each of which 
had been snapped without exploding. 
The fourth chamber contained an empty 
cartridge. The hfth chamber was en- 
tirely cjupty and not at all discolored, 
as it would be if a- cartridge had been 
fired from it. ' r>" . ■ 

Tho man bad two wounds. One bullet 
entered lii.i right temple and, lodged in 
the opposite side of his head and dead 
level to where it entered. The other 
bullet entered his left breast, just be- 
low the nipple, and also passed on a 
dead level through the lung and lodged 
in his back. This wounil was not dis- 
covered until the examination was made 
and a very strange feature of it is that 
tho bullet did not peiielrate his outer 
clothing. The muzzle of the revolver 
was placed undo* his coat, ve^t' and soft 
outing shirt with nothing between it 
anil his bodv exci'pt bis undershirt .and 
then lired. And a still iurt.her unusual 
feature was the fact that when tho body 
was found his vest and coat were but- 
toned tightly up to tho top of each. The 
bullet passed through him on such a 
level plane that it would have been a 
physical impos.sibility to have inllicteil 
the wound without opening his coat 
and vest. 

This circumstance lends consitlernblo 
color to the theory of foul play, and is 
strongly corr(>bprnted-''by 'finding only 
four cartridges in the' jrtm and only ono 
exploded. TIio wouinl in tlie head tin- 
doubtodly caasod instant death, so the 
ono iu the breast must have preceded it. 
The bullets extracted fi-om thi» body 
fitted the revolver held in the lian<l of 
the dead man, whi(di would apparently 
indicate suicide.

FI.SH TKiAiPS. 

Salmon nsbing for conunerclal pur- 
poses is a very practical business. The 
same coTasiderations enter into it as into 
other lines of 'business. Among these is 
the cost of materia], the ofTect of com- 
petition, and so on. Tha salmon fishing 



for commercial purposes 



in Canada is 
egulaVed by theo'rists without regard to 
tho business fe.iturcs of the matter. 
Hence it comes about that while Brit- 
ish iColumbia salmon on their way from 
Canadian "waters to Canadian waters, 
having to pass through, .ttef waters of 
the United States, may be . caught in 
traps to any; estent, .but while they are 
in Canadian' waters can only be taken 
with gUl nets. The theorist says that 
Oanadians must not trap salmon north 
of «i certain imaginary line running 
across the Gulf of Georgia, but any 
one, oven the Canadian canner, may go 
south of that imaginary line and set up 
as many traps as ho pleases, provided 
he carifgetfeia^ licence from the govern 
ment oS'M'IStjito of Washington, am 
ho can get this if ho can find a suitablo 
location for a trap. To a man, who is 
neither a canner nor a governmont offi- 
fia% it looks to be tho height of ab- 
surdity to sec fish traps all along the 
route taken by the salmon when pass- 
ing through United States waters, right 
up to the TJoundaryjline^^Wibile a. tq^ 
further north the fi^em'fi are com- 
pelled to depend;;tii)on^:W5iEei*ai^ kind of 
net. Ho is apt' to" conclude that we 
are 'breeding salmon rfor tlie benefit of 
the'canners of the ^St.'ite of Washing- 
ton. The ofllcial theorist soems to be^ 
under tho improssion that a Canadian 
trap would be much more injurious to 
the fiKhei-y than a tnip o^vnc•d by n 'jiti- 
7.on of the United iStates ou bis own 
side of tlie boundary. -He ds sure upon 
n number of other point's. ;;One of them 
is that a gill net,.mu8t be 'of a certain 
me-sh, so that it ^ will permit young fish 
to gO' through: ■ He is so confident of his 
theory that he shuts his eyes to the fact 
that there are no small fihb to go 
through. He is quite convinced that it 
one wore allowed to use a pur-se 
to catch dog-salmon ou the West 
Yaucouver Islinid, some ter- 
woiild .be done to the fish- 
of thi-s province, although 



long net, which is called the lead, ter- 
minates at one of tho corners of the 
first '"heart," which is open .so as to 
allow the fish to enter. On the other 
side of the openingris mu arin^^Jqalled; 
the jigger, which extends at right? an-- 
gles to tho lino of tho Ifead, and is 
afbout 100 feet long with a termination 
soinothbig like a letter L. In fact the 
jigger is almost exactly in shapo like 
an L. This is to prevent lish that have 
followed up the lead from getting away 
from the opening of tlie heart The 
fish .swim against the current and when 
they have worked along the jigger, only 
to find their way blocked, instead of 
turning down and swimming with tie 
current, they woirk . back again to the 
mouth of the heart: Havhig entered tlie 
heart, they work their way along its 
sides until tliey come to the corner op- 
posite tliat at wliieli they entered, where 
they find another opening loading into 
the soeoiul heart, in tlio opposite eor- 
uor of which there is an opening lead- 
ing into an enclosed place 40 feet 
square, eallod the pot. This open- 
ing is 8 feet square, where it 
'caves the heart, 'but corutracts to 
very . ©ueh less. Arrived in the 
pot .and still -seeking a way to get 
on 4iia jonfnlj^ th'e '^owiJdefo(j fish finds 
ft small opening lii the sldfi bl tlie pot 
which leads into the "SDiller," and once 
in tho t:l>ill(^tv \\o stays there until tho 
tug .b6at comes along side with its 
bratlor and lifts him and his comrades 
•by hundreds at a time out into scows. 
Tlio s^)i!le^ is 40 foot square, and holds 
many tlionsaiuls of fish. Fifty thou- 
sand is an average lot to be taken out 
atvonoytime. Thex brailor, wijh; which 
the '6311" aire ' taTren out ' (WC the' spiller, is 
a stout net, weighted 'iby chains placed 
at the sides. It . scoops the fish out 
and dumps them in tho scow. 'Fish can 
bo kept in a spiller with safety to them- 
selves for from ten days to two weeks, 
.'lifter the shorter oC the two periods, 
tliey become c.\liaus-ted by their offoi'ts 
to escape and die. It is rarely neces- 
sary to keep them so Jong, ^but If tho 
trap is full it can he opened so tha.^ 
tho fish which would ' otherwise be 
caught can pass through on their waj-. 
Honeo there is little loss from dead 
fisli and none li.avo to be thrown away 
because they cannot be useii. The can- 
ner takes out wliat fisli lie can use in a 
day and leaves the rest until another 
time. It costs from ?5,000 to ^^10,000 
to build a trap, and considerable to 
maintain, as it is deemed economical 
to take up the piles every season and 
scrape them clean to prevent tho ac- 
cumulation of barnacles whereby the 
nets might be cut, yet the average cost 
of fish delivered at the canneries from 
tlio traps is 2y> cents. Wlien wn reflect 
that our cauiiers are .paying l'2\'j cents 
a fisli, we see how greatly they are 
handicapped ■ in competition r\vith their 
rivals in trade. 

Of these traps there are several hun- 
dreds dn the short stretch of United 
'States w;ater' through which Canadian 
salmon pass, in ,;!gping ifrom Canadian 
water off Vancouver 'Island to Cana- 
dian water in the Gulf of 'Georgia.; As 
a gentleman from Quebec, who visited 
the trnps recently,' saiH: "Wo. Caua- 
dian-s breed and .protect the lish f(ir 
the Americans and our fishenmen are 
allowed under restrictions to catch the 
survivors." ■ ,. ' ■ . . :. 

Other features of tlii.s^ case'^'wlll- be 
discussed in later articles.

•■It-is fiuife imp?*ibl^ to rightly undor- 
stand' the question of -rish traps without 
a visit to the places where they are 
used. A fisli trap is made of nets at- 
tached to piles. It docs not touch the 
shore, 'but only comes in .as far as sal- 
mon are known to swim. Traps in tho 
State of Washington are 2,400 feet in 
length over all. They are set ou both 
sides of the course taken by the sal- 
mon, or in any way that recommends it- 
self to the persons setting them, so 
that there is a space 600 feet wide be- 
tween tho traps, measuring across tlie 
course of the fish and a space of 2,400 
feet ibotiweon tho traps measuring with 
the course of the fish. To construct a 
trap, piles are driven in a straight line 
in' a •certain direction to the set of the 
ciirrenV for - a distance of about 2,250 
feet, and a' net is attached reaching 
to the bottom of the water. This inter- 
cepts the course of the- Jisb, which fol- 
low it along hoping to get out until they 
enter onclosod places, of which there 
arc two called hearts, each about 40

Sergt. 'B. Meadcs, a non-coKuhlssion- 

ed olllcor of the lOUi company, R. G. A., 
stationed at Work I'oint, committed sui- 
cide on Sunday moruuig hy placing the 
muzzle of a carbine in his mouth and 
blowing tho top of hits bead off. When 
soino of <he gimners from the barrack 
room, adjoining, whose attention had 
been drawn by the strange . noises, came 
in -where death held ffway, they fouM a 
hon'iblo scene. Lying in bod, reclining 
back on tho pillow as he slept, tho dead 
man had a cai-bine in his baud, with the 
muzzle of the weapqu at his mouth, and 
ii) his ijght hand ho grasped the action, 
wliile with ;his, left hand ,he ,ihel<l th^ 
«tock of -the carbiue. Blood .tvjis ' Heav- 
ing from his shattered mouth; and from 
the torn flesh near where the to;) of bis 
head had been, for it ^vas torn right 
.■iwa.v, nothing being left below tlm dead 
man's forehead. 

That the deplorablo act v.'iis commit- 
ted in a moment of teiuporury alierra- 
lion is sliowii tiy the recent nrtions of 
ilic uiifortuniito man. ills comrades toil 
how he has often told them of faniUy 
troubles in England, of how lio had liceii 
in iioor health, <'omplaiiiing often of most 
painful headaches and sloeiile.ssness; ami 
Gunner Parsons stated that on Satnr- 
daj- night, wlieii Parsons had ridden 
from tho ciity with him to harrackis ou 
the''10:30 car, iSergt. Metules had com- 
plained of bad headaches, and ou reach- 
ing his room in the barrncks, had, as ho 
held his brow in his hands, cdinplaiued 
of his pain and asked Parsons to bring 
him a glass of water, which he drank 
and retired. He was never seen ni;ain 
alive, but, it seems, lu- must havii had 
another attiud; of shH'plr's.snes.s, and in- 
sane from the effects of liis |);iin .and b.ad 
state of mind, lu- reached for the car- 
iiine and blown out his brains. 

Sergt. 'Meailes was well liked hi the 
bavraeks at Head street, auU in the city 
he had many acqunintauccs, who were 
sorrowed to hear of his death. Many 
of ithese friends now recall , incideins 
when iJI,eadtfs had spoken of his alliiction. 
and one of his fellow-.soldiors told yes- 
terday of how on one oecasion. Si'i-gt. 
Mcad'es had said that it liis head iliil'iaif 
Ntiip bothering him he would taKo tn^ 
life. At llalifa.x, too^ it ds said lluit li(> 
siii'fereil in the s,-iine m.-imier, and lat- 
terly his lits of "tiu^ blues" ami attacks 
of lieailaches have been more I'reiiuenI, 
sleeiilessnes.s ami loss ol" memory caus- 
ing him to forget his drill, whicdi lie 
complained of .to Dr. Ilan, when asking 
for a sleeping draiight. .Tliis) greatly 
\Aoriied the sergeant, for ns a drill-in- 
;.irn( ior he licld waie repn-tntion. He 
recently embraced the Baptist fnith and 
was inimersod. He was enthusiastic and 
f-peiit his last night on caith at the re- 
ligions service held on Saturday night 
by the W.C.T.fl. (,n .(ohusou street. Ho 
was jiosteil .;o the I!. C- I', in that oaiia- 
r-ity when that force oi; Ciiniidian regu- 
lar's wi-re st.atioiiiil ;it lliis])ital I'oint, 
and has been iieting^ as iiistviiclor to I''ifvh 
Itegiment eliisses. 1 le was 11 line, solilier- 
ly-looking man, and being trim, straigiit 
•■ind mnscuhir, he looked tlu' line sulilier 
tii:it he was. He w:is 11 good drill in- 
structor and had risen in the ranks (if 
Ihe artillery until he ranked as provost 
seirgeant. For a itime he wa» in the 
mil\t)ar^ police. He Tvass about thirty 
years of ngo nnd unmarried. 

An imiuest \\'as lieM by roroner Dr. 
Hart, at the .N'aval hosiiil,-il at ,Esi|ui- 
malt, yi'sterilay .■] fternoon, and after 
healing the evidence of liis late 
comrades, a jury, of wliieii .Tolin Day 
was foremna, and upon which .l<din and 
.Tames Ishi.ster. Fred. ':Me.\(lams. .T.din 
("leav(> !"iul <1. -lacqiies sat, brought in a 
verdict that Sergt. Meade.s, in Es<ini- 
malt. upon the 11th day of August, did 
commit suicide— take •hi.'^ o'wn- life— whilo 
in a.,fjtate of temporary insanity. 

G,uuhefWillinnis of the IDth conniany, 
U. ''G. Aj, the •■first witness e.xaiuineii. 
said that on Sundny morning. Gunner 
Fi?her had coma into rthe barrack room 
and sniid that he heard Sergt. . IMendes 
groaning, and going i.'i to Sergt. Sleades* 
room they found him lying dead" with .i 
carldne betwea his legs. His right hand 
was tlie trigger and the muzzle was 
near 17is nioiith. Witness did not he^ar 
rl.e i-eoort of the carbine. The late ser- 
g<'ant had been in poor lieaKIi lately, and 
since 1805, from wliieli time witness liad 
l-iiown him, 1ie often sjioke of £;nuily 
troubles in lOiigland. 

Oninier Driiry .l'i!r.*:ons said that he 
had ridden in the lOrl.in p.m. car from 
Victoria to tho barracks with Meade.s 
on iSaturdav night. IT<.s])ol.:e to 'Meades 
while riding in.tbe.oarT aiid l;)ie sergcaint. 
who was lioMi'ng bi>' bead and sitting in 
droo))i>d position, complaineil of headache. 
On arrival nt the barracks witness wont 
to M'lules' room with hiin. and after 
brin.'-'iiig a irlass of w.itor^at lleados' rc- 
(pn'st. watched him drinlc;;it,;:-and then 
left at about 11 u.in. ■JCendeswnS- -per- 
fectly sober. Witii'ss slo.nfc in;:the bar 
rack , room opposite Meac^cs' room, but 



heard no report Of lirearms. 

Gunner ^\'iHiam Fisher said that iit 
Id minutes past o o'clock on Sunday 
morning hn had oc(aisioii to go out ou the 
landing, and heard a peculiar noise com- 
ing from :Sergt. iMeades' room. The noise 
w;is something like a euoru or a groan. 
It wasn't the report of firearms. There 
nere long intervals iFfweon the noises. 
After listening for ti'^sliort.time, witness 
v,'ent into tiie barrack room and told 
CiiiniK'r Williams that there was a queer 
noise in Sergt. Meads' rooin. Williams 
got up and weirt In, With "iiritnera' follow- 
ing. Sergt. Meades' Was lying' on his 
back du bed with his carbine in his left 
hand, and when M-itiii'ss looked at the 
sergeant he saw that the top of his head 
was blown off. Witness then "vvenit out 
(.if the room, and told tho other men in tho 
barracks of the tragedy. 

Dr. Hart, in response to questions from 
tlie jury, said that until recently Jleades 
had not been to see him for four or live 
months. During ..la»i nrmter he had 
complained , after drinking, -and" when the 
doctor had spoken to him, he had re- 
solved to be a iteetotaMer, and had not 
touched liquor since. Since then, he had 
not been to tho doctor until a day or 
two before the tragedy, when he com- 
plained of insomnia and said that his 
memory failed him as a result of his 
siee])lessiu-ss, and he forgot his drill. He 
askc'd for sleeping [lowders, which w-ere 
given liiui. It was iijso brouglit out in 
the iufornial evidence' thi;t Meades "was 
reiKirted to liavu changed his religion 
lately, and shown signs of being alllioted 
lately, embracing the Baptist faith. He 
was ardent in his professions of religion 
and had shown signs of being atUictcd 
v.'ith religious mania. 

After hearing this evidence the jury- 
bronght in the verdict as give.u above. 

Some of the comrades of the dead ser- 
geant called at the Colonist olllce last 
iiigiit to reiiiiest the coiitradi(;tion of the 
stories published in tlie evening papi'r, 
stating that Sergt- 'Meades had lost ^'2~>i\ 
in gambling on Saturday night. He nev- 
er gambled, according to those who 
l.i.ew"him;^r-,The report was that he had 
lost nioiiey-.gumbling in Chinatown.

Every trap visited was full of fish, al- 
most all Hockfjyes, and all alike in size, 
a fact which disproves the theory that 



small young salmon take part in the 
run. TbQ water outside of the traps 
also appeared alive with (fish, which 
soijms to show that with proper regula- 
tion traps would not interfere with the 
propagation of the fish. 

The paity visited the roini Eoborts 
cannery, owned by the Alaska Packing 
Ccmpfiuy, and managed iby JMr. Wad- 
hams. This is an up-to-date establish- 
ment. Its output is 4,000 eases a day, 
or 102,000 cans, which at 4 cans to the 



fish calls for 48,000 fish. There are 
about 100 men emiiloyod at this can- 
nery for eight months in tht year, and 
about 400 for six wooks of that time. •

Miss Amos was a native of England 
and about thirty yi-ars of ago, and bad 
been on tlio lioKjiital stnff for sover.'il 
years..

Miss Amos was held in high re- 
gnrd by lier sister nurses, wlio say that 
fiho was all that a nurse should be, kind 
ana'cSnsideratei Tesoiurceful aEd patient?

Largely Attended Meetiifig Held 
at Board of Trade Rooms 
Yesterday. 



At a woll-iitconded nicotin-j of the 
cieditors of tho (Jroeii-A\'orlock estate 
lield 3-e.sterday ufternoou «t tho Board of 
Trado rooms, a ret^olutiou was passed 
udciptiug the report of the special com- 
mi'itee, appointed to secure' *a^new«>tru6- 
toii.
